Will Be Discussed 


Committees representing pottery 
indu stry l a b or and management 
will meet in East Liv erpool Nov . 8 
to discu ss again a u nion requ est for 
reopening of the working agree­ 
ment, which has been rejected 
twice by the indu stry . 
The International Brotherhood of 
Operativ e Potters annou nced first 
plans for the conference today in 
its official newspaper, the Potters 
Herald. It said the meeting is 
schedu led at 1 p. m. in the U. S. 
Potters Association office. 
The IBOP said it already has 
serv ed the USPA with a 6 0-day no­ 
tice of contract termination and 
registered a copy with the com­ 
missioner of mediation and concil­ 
iation of the U. S. Labor Depart­ 
ment. The 6 0-day termination no­ 
tice ex pires on Nov . 29 , the u nion 
said. 
Du ring a short-liv ed work stop­ 
page that tied u p three m a j or 
plants in September, E. L. Wheat­ 
ley , president, annou nced an IBOP 
requ est for a contract reopening 
had been rejected in a letter from 
the USPA. 
The u n i on newspaper today 
printed the tex t of the l e t t e r , 
signed by Dav id G Boy ce, USPA 
president, which said in part: 
“A poll of ou r members finds 
them u nanimou s in their refu sal to 
meet with y ou r committee for the 
pu rpose 
of 
negotiating 
a 
new 
wage agreement with 
h i g h e r 
wages. 
“We wou ld hav e no objection to 
meeting y ou r committee for the 
pu rpose of discu ssing any changes 
in the agreement y ou may su ggest, 
as long as it is u nderstood we will 
not discu ss any changes t h a t 
might resu lt in any increase in 
the present cost of produ ction.” 
At the time, Wheatley said the 
IBOP had requ ested a reopening 
to talk ov er a “su bstantial” gener­ 
al pay increase and other c o n- 
tract changes. 
After the u nion serv ed the 6 0- 
day notice, the USPA sent a sec­ 
ond letter reiterating its s t a n d 
against a contract reopening, the 
u nion said. 
It qu oted from another letter 
signed by Boy ce, say ing the USPA 
cou ld “find no ju stification” for the 
reopening. 
Qu oting the letter fu rther, it ad­ 
ded: 
“Ou r position is, of cou rse, in 
complete accord with the prov i­ 
sions of the present 
agreement. 
We are u naware of any ‘cu stom’ 
requ iring y ou or u s to abrogate 
contractu ral rights u pon the giv ­ 
ing or receipt of a 6 0-day notice.” 
The m e e t i n g Nov . 8 was ar­ 
ranged as a resu lt of fu rther ex ­ 
changes between the u nion a n d 
management, the IBOP said. 
The IBOP said its ex ecu tiv e 
board has endorsed “local u nions’ 
many requ ests for contract open­ 
ings.” 
The IBOP said the earnings of 
its members are below the nation­ 
al av erage of factory workers. It 
said many East Liv erpool district 
potters are working only 
h a l f 
time. 
The IBOP said it seeks to change 
many clau ses in the contract “es­ 
pecially hav ing to do with div ision 
of work bey ond a reasonable point; 
abu ses now prev ailing by employ ­ 
ers schedu ling any n u m b e r of 
hou rs per week ov er a six -d a y 
week to prev ent the pay ment of 
ov ertime, and abu ses that occu r 
u nder the temporary and appren­ 
tice prov isions u sing shu tdown per­ 
iods for v acations fou r fco sev en 
months after v acation checks hav e 
been paid.”

Ike Assails 
Adlai Ag ain 
On H-Bo mb 


Say s Stand Qo uds 
Challeng e To Make 
A-War Impo ssible 


WASHINGTON (Æ) — President 
Eisenhower say s Adlai E.* Stev en­ 
son’s stand on hy drogen bomb test­ 
ing only clou ds a “compelling 
challenge” to make nu clear war 
impossible. 
Eisenhower told a capacity crowd 
in New York’s Madison Squ are 
Garden — and the nation by radio- 
TV—Thu rsday night the goal of his 
administration is to find a “safe 
and sou nd” means of disarma­ 
ment “so that history can nev er 
say that this generation left hu ­ 
manity to be cru cified u pon a cross 
of iron.” 
“The compelling challenge before 
the world is not the matter of test­ 
ing nu clear weapons — bu t of mak­ 
ing impossible their u se in nu clear 
war,” he declared. 
The partisan crowd responded 
with its greatest swell of applau se 
when he said the United States 
stands in “instant readiness to lay 
aside all nu clear weapons — in­ 
clu ding their testing — when, bu t 
only when, we hav e safegu ards 
that others will do the same.” 
In the same crowded hall two 
nights earlier, Stev enson had won 
strong applau se with his assertion 
that the United States shou ld take 
the lead in seeking agreement to 
halt H-bomb tests as a first step 
toward prev enting possible world 
destru ction. 
Stev enson repeated his contention 
that while inspection of Ru ssian 
military installations is desirable, 
tests cou ld be halted by agreement. 
He said any H-bomb ex plosion 
cou ld be detected immediately . 
Eisenhower attracted an estimat­ 
ed 10,000 
standees 
ou tside the 
Garden, while Stev enson had few. 
Stev enson rode almost u nnoticed 
throu gh New York streets. Eisen­ 
hower was cheered by crowds 
bu nched on street corners where 
police had halted traffic for his 
carav an. 
Eisenhower fired back at Stev en­ 
son’s contention — v oiced in two 
day s of campaigning in the New 
York area — that the Repu blican 
administration had not produ ced a 
new idea or a major accomplish­ 
ment in fou r y ears. Stev enson said 
repeatedly that a new Repu blican 
idea was only a Democratic idea 
at its 25th reu nion. 
Eisenhower replied that when 
they took office in 19 53, the Repu b­ 
licans fou nd “a nu mber of old ideas 
for whose energetic application the 
American people had waited all 
too long.” 
He listed redu ction of federal 
spending, tax es and u nemploy ment 
among these. 
Withou t mentioning Stev enson by 
name, he said his opponents were 
singing “a strange, sad song abou t 
a weak and fearfu l America.”

Io wa Co uple 


Mo ther Injured In 
Trag edy When Car 
Is Hit At Cro ssing 


SIGOURNEY, Iowa (J>)—“It was 
bad 
walking 
into 
that empty 
hou se . . . alway s before there’d 
be soiheone y elling ’Hi, Dad.” 
“This time—only silence. It’s go­ 
ing to be rou gh for a while.” 
That’s how Richard Hammes, 
46 , a farmer near this small sou th­ 
east Iowa town, spoke of the trag­ 
ic car-train crash that killed all 
eight of his children at a rpil 
crossing 3 miles northeast of here 
Thu rsday . 
His wife, Ru th, 36 , was inju red 
in the accident, which started as 
a rou tine one-mile trip from the 
Hammes 100-acre farm to take the 
older children to the Plank Town­ 
ship Ru ral Grade School. Mrs. 
Hammes was reported in fair ^ n - 
dition at the Keoku k Cou nty Hos­ 
pital here. 
In this sou theast Iowa town of 
2,300, townspeople stood on street 
corners discu ssing the accident in 
mu ted tones. It was abou t the 
only topic of conv ersation. 
Hammers said a neighbor lady 
informed him of the accident. 
“I didn’t think at first it wou ld 
be real bad. May be the car banged 
u p a little . . . 
“When I got there I saw some 
of the kids were—hu rt—real bad. 
I went ov er to my wife. She was 
sitting on the grou nd, holding the 
two y ou ng ones . . . ” 
The 
Hammes 
children 
were 
Ronnie and Donnie, twins aged 9 ; 
Karen, 8 : Linda, 7 ; Gary , 6 , Rose­ 
mary , who wou ld hav e been 3 on 
Nov . 4; and twins, Rickie and 
Vicky , 1. Ronnie died at the hos­ 
pital. The others all died at the 
crash scene. 
Fu neral serv ices for the eight 
children will be held at 11:30 a.m. 
EDT Satu rday in St. Peter and 
Pau l’s Catholic Chu rch in Clear 
Creek, abou t 8 miles east of here.

HANOVERTON - An enroU- 
ment of 1,100 stu dents is ex pected 
at the United Local schools by 
1958, the Board of Edu cation has 
annou nced in emphasizing the need 
for the addition of 10 new class­ 
rooms for which a $211,000 bond 
issu e is on the Nov . 6 ballot. 
The present enrollment of the 
irst throu gh 10th grades is 809, 
and arou nd 105 new first grade 
pu pils nex t y ear and in 1958 will 
Doost the enrollment, board mem­ 
bers said.

Adlai Stev en son ’s ou tbu rst that he feels an g ry 
an d fru strated becau se he an d Estes Kefau v er 
hav e been u n able to start a g rou n dswell of re­ 
sen tmen t ag ain st the Eisen hower admin istration 
g u mk u p the Democratic problem in the 1956 
campaig n . 
When Presiden t Eisen hower an n ou n ced he had 
decided to g o after a secon d term, the qu estion 
was what issu es Mr. Stev en son wou ld ru n on if 
he became the Democratic n omin ee. 
He kn ew, as all the Democratic strateg ists 
kn ew, that there was n o popu lar deman d for a 
chan g e of presiden ts.

It is at odds, too, with the n ig htmare 
that its pu rpose is to g rin d ou t more mathema­ 
tician s an d scien tists than the Sov iet Un ion can 
g rin d ou t. 
Mon ey -makin g an d specialization mu st be su ­ 
perimposed on liberal edu cation , ju st as trade- 
fchool techn iqu es mu st be su perimposed on 
ru dimen tary edu cation in readin g , writin g an d 
arithmetic.

It mean s that the 
earliest day s of the Third In ter­ 
n ation al, when each n ation al Com­ 
mu n ist party was equ al, are reap­ 
pearin g . 'This cou ld n ot hav e hap­ 
pen ed when Stalin was aliv e be­ 
cau se he wou ld hav e had ev ery on e 
associated with the Pozn an in su r­ 
rection an d the Titoist rebellion in 
Polan d either sen t to Siberia or 
killed. 


STALIN ONCE had Ben Gitlow 
an d Jay Lov eston e, when they were 
leaders of the American Commu ­ 
n ist party , imprison ed in Ru ssia 
becau se they disag reed with him. 
Nation ality mean t n othin g to 
Stalin ; loy alty had to be to him 
person ally . Thu s Gomu lka, w ho 
n ow heads the Polish Commu n ist 
party , spen t more than three y ears 
in prison becau se Stalin wan ted it 
so. Stalin had the darin g an d 
cou rag e to ex pel Tito from the 
Con iform as an act of ex commu n ­ 
ication . 
Khru shchev is n ot made of the 
same stu ff; or perhaps the times 
hav e chan g ed an d the g ran dchil­ 
dren of the orig in al Bolshev iks will 
n ot tolerate the oppression s which 
Stalin cau sed them to believ e were 
essen tial to the su ccess of the 
rev olu tion . 
Alter all, Khru shchev is tellin g 
them that the rev olu tion already 
has su cceeded, for is n ot the Sov iet 
Un ion the secon d if n ot the first 
power on earth? Does n ot its ter­ 
ritory an d the territories of its 
satellites an d allies ex ten d bey on d 
the maddest dreams of ev en mad 
czars? 
Is it n ecessaiY to make the same 
kin d of sacrifices at a time of 
g reat su ccess that were made du r­ 
in g the day s of au sterity an d fear? 
Or is the story of the en ormou s 
su ccess a my th — an d if so, how 
man y more g en eration s mu st liv e 
in au sterity an d fear? 


THESE ARE the arg u men ts that 
Khru shchev an d his associates 
hav e to face. Bu t there is on e 
that is ev en harder to an swer than 
all these. An d that is: Look at 
Tito! 
He practices a n ation alistic in ­ 
depen den ce that n ot on ly brou g ht 
him a billion dollars of American 
aid bu t the g rov ellin g at his feet 
of Khru shchev an d Bu lg an in . Tito 
is so in depen den t of the Kran lin 
that it is bein g feared there that 
he is preparin g to become the 
head of in tern ation al Commu n ism, 
mov in g the Comin tern headqu ar­ 
ters from the Kremlin to Belg rade. 
Su rely , it is the tail wag g in g the 
dog . Bu t su ccess alway s has imi­ 
tators an d Tito has been su ccess­ 
fu l. 
Althou g h Polan d has a lon g an d 
hon orable history of n ation alistic 
u n ity , that is n ot tru e of Yu g o­ 
slav ia which is a con g lomeration 
of Serbs, Croats, Slov en es, Italian s 
an d other min orities. 
Nev ertheless, Tito has been able 
to establish the prin ciple of ra­ 
tion alism ev en more effectiv ely 
than he has the prin cipale of Com­ 
mu n ism. To a homog en eou s cou n ­ 
try like Polan d, the Yu g oslav ex ­ 
ample mu st hav e acted as a spu r 
an d the presen ce in the 
P o l i s h 
g ov ern men t of Marshal Rokossov - 
sky as an u n forg iv able in su lt. 


POLAND HAS been partition ed 
fou r times, bu t Polish n ation alism 
n ev er has been deaden ed an d Pol­ 
ish history is the story of the heroic 
effort of these people ev er to re­ 
con stitu te themselv es an in depen d­ 
en t n ation . Gomu lka, the Commu ­ 
n ist, is raisin g an ew the stan dard 
of Polish n ation alism. For t h i s 
idea, Poles are ready to die. 
There is this other poin t to maker 
Polan d is a Roman Catholic Cou n ­ 
try , perhaps n ex t to Spain , the 
•most Roman Catholic of all cou n ­ 
tries. 
The prin cipal in tellectu al lead­ 
ers of Polan d often hav e be e n 
priests. Su ch deep acceptan ce of a 
relig ion can n ot be washed away 
in a few y ears. Ev en the mu rder 
of priests an d n u n s an d the elim­ 
in ation of Polish in tellectu als can ­ 
n ot qu ite alter the thin kin g an d 
feelin g of this people. It will ’oe 
fou n d that in the n ex t few mon ths, 
this relig iou s force will be a fac­ 
tor in Polish affairs. 
The history of empire is that it 
can on ly be held tog ether as lon g 
as force, fear an d mu rder hold it 
tog ether; when the han d at the 
cen ter falters, the areas on the 
periphery of empire fall a wa y . 
Apparen tly that is what is beg in ­ 
n in g to happen to the Sov iet Un i­ 
v ersal State.

I seldom write lietters to n ews­ 
papers con cern in g editorial com­ 
men ts, sin ce it is somethin g more 
than a waste of time to arg u e with 
editorial ex pression s of opin ion . 
Howev er, I can n ot refrain from 
writin g to y ou con cern in g 
y ou r 
choice for cou n ty offices ex pressed 
in the Oct. 24 issu e of the Rev iew. 
I was su rprised an d disappoin ted 
in the Rev iew’s en dorsemen t edit­ 
orially of Robert S. Hartford ov er 
my assistan t, G. William Brokaw, 
for the office of prosecu tin g attor­ 
n ey . Of cou rse, a n ewspaper as an 
org an of pu blic in formation is priv ­ 
ileg ed to ex press its choice as be­ 
tween can didates the same as an 
in div idu al. The importan t differ­ 
en ce as between the n ewspaper 
an d the in div idu al is that the n ews­ 
paper, becau se of its wide circu la­ 
tion , affects the decision of man y 
more electors than the in div idu al. 
Thu s it becomes a seriou s matter 
where the editorial choice of a can ­ 
didate by a n ewspaper is fou n ded 
u pon false reason in g an d preju ­ 
dice. 
Apparen tly the c h o i c e of Mr. 
Hartford ov er Mr. Brokaw is 
made as the resu lt of a compari­ 
son of performan ces of the two at­ 
torn ey s in the cou rse of the trial of 
a crimin al case — on e of the mu ch- 
pu blicized “East Liv erpool police 
bu rg lary cases” tried last May . 
This is certain ly a poor an d u n fair 
test to employ to determin e the 
qu alification s for the office of pros­ 
ecu tin g attorn ey . 
The fact that Mr. H a r t f o r d 
prov ed himself to be an able de­ 
fen se lawy er in the trial of a crim­ 
in al case does n ot alon e qu alify 
him as a prosecu tin g attorn ey . The 
du ties of the office of prosecu tin g 
attorn ey comprise mu ch m o r e 
than the trial of crimin al cases. 
As a matter of fact, the trial of 
crimin al cases is on ly on e of the 
man y du ties of the prosecu tin g at­ 
torn ey prescribed by law. W h a t 
are Mr. Hartford’s qu alification s in 
ability an d ex perien ce in fu lfillin g 
those other du ties? 
'The attempted comparison of the 
abilities df the lawy ers in the state­ 
men t “G. William Brokaw failed to 
display the leg al kn ow-how that 
had been ex pected” is man ifestly 
u n fair. No amou n t of so-called “le­ 
g al kn ow-how” will help a prosecu t­ 
in g attorn ey where the ev iden ce in 
a case is woefu lly lackin g . 
You state that Mr. Hartford dis­ 
play ed “a keen u n derstan din g of 
the law” in the trial of the case re­ 
ferred to. The tru th of the matter 
is that an u n derstan din g of t h e 
law, keen or otherwise, was n ot a 
featu re of the trial in the case re­ 
ferred to. It was simply a matter 
of the weig ht of the ev iden ce. The' 
state had v ery little ev iden ce to 
worii with an d Mr. Hartford took 
adv an tag e of that fact, which was 
his rig ht an d du ty to dd as defen se 
cou n seL 


As to the referen ce con cern in g 
failu re to re-open the police cases 
which hav e been han g in g fire, may 
I say that if an y criticism is du e 
in this con n ection , it shou ld be di­ 
rected to the u n dersig n ed alon e 
an d n ot to Mr. Brokaw, sin ce the 
decision whether or n ot to try the 
remain in g police cases was n ot his 
to make. The remain in g c a s e s 
hav e n ot been tried to date be­ 
cau se of in adequ ate an d in su fficien t 
ev iden ce. 
Mr. Brokaw has been my assis­ 
tan t for almost eig ht y ears. Du r­ 
in g that tihfie he has become thor­ 
ou g hly familiar with an d v ersed in 
the man y du ties of the office an d 
has prov ed his capability in dis­ 
charg in g its du ties. On the basis of 
ex perien ce alon e, he is withou t 
qu estion the best qu alified can di­ 
date for the office. 
The people will be makin g a sad 
mistake if they make a choice be­ 
tween the two can didates solely on 
the basis of which on e presen ted 
the best cou rtroom performan ce in 
the trial of a sin g le case, an d com­ 
pletely disreg ard the other n eces­ 
sary qu alification s.

This is a cou rse that can lead to 
political su icide in a campaig n in 
which the electorate has certain ly 
n o sjTTipathy for commu n ism in 
an y form. The v oters hav e learn ed 
pain fu lly the lesson s of Commu mst 
ag g ression in Korea an d in filtra­ 
tion elsewhere. 
Mr. Stev en son had been g oin g 
u p an d down the cou n try de­ 
n ou n cin g Vice Presiden t Nix on as 
“the darlin g of the reaction aries.” 
Now the tables are tu rn ed, an d 
av er sin ce the Bu lg an in letter to 
Presiden t Eisen hower, 
brazen ly 
praisin g Mr. Stev en son ’s proposal 
to ban H-bomb tests, the retort is 
heard that Mr. Stev en son has be­ 
come the “darlin g of the Com­ 
mu n ists.” 


IT WAS A FOOLISH thin g for 
Mr. Stev en son to allow himself to 
g et in to the position of su pportin g 
the Commu n ist side of the arg u ­ 
men t in the midst of a presiden tial 
campaig n . The record shows the 
Commu n ists made their proposal 
sev eral times before Mr. Stev en ­ 
son took it u p. All the facts were 
av ailable to him in the n ewspaper 
files. 
The Presiden t stated the whole 
case in a sin g le parag raph: 
“In this cau se of world peace, 
on e tru th mu st n ev er be lost from 
sig ht. It is this: The critical issu e 
is n ot a matter of testin g n u clear 
weapon s — bu t of prev en tin g their 
u se in n u clear war. 
“America has repeatedly stated 
its readin ess, in deed its an x iety , 
to pu t all n u clear weapon s perma­ 
n en tly aside — to stop all tests 
of su ch weapon s —■ to dev ote some 
of ou r hu g e ex pen ditu res for arma­ 
men t to the g reater cau se of man ­ 
kin d’s welfare — to do all these 
thin g s when ev er, an d as soon as, 
on e basic requ iremen t is met. 
“This requ iremen t is that we, as 
a n ation , an d all peoples, kn ow 
safety from attack.” 
Mr. Eisen hower told in detail (rf 
the e l e v e n y ears of n eg otia­ 
tion an d effort by the Un ited States 
g ov ern men t to reach an ag reemen t 
with the Sov iet g ov ern men t on dis­ 
armamen t. 


HE REVEALED that the Sov iets 
had con sisten tly refu sed to look at 
the situ ation as a whole an d had 
repeatedly in sisted on a ban of H- 
bombs or a ban on atomic tests, 
irrespectiv e of an y reg u lation of 
other weapon s or of an y sy stem 
of mu tu al in spection that wou ld be 
foolproof. 
The Presiden t said: 
“There is on ly on e reason why 


n o safe ag reemen t has been ef­ 
fected to date: The refu sal of the 
Sov iet Un ion to accept an y depen d­ 
able 
sy stem 
of 
mu tu al 
safe­ 
g u ards.” 
Yet Mr. Stev en son an d Speaker 
Ray bu rn g iv e the impression that 
efforts to n eg otiate hav e n ot been 
made an d that the Democratic 
presiden tial n omin ee, if elected, 
wou ld hav e some pecu liar in flu ­ 
en ce with the Sov iets to make t h ^ 
ag ree to somethin g they hav e con ­ 
sisten tly refu sed to ag ree to for 
more than a decade. 
Presiden t Eisen hower n ow has 
g iv en chapter an d v erse,'demolish­ 
in g ev ery poin t in the Stev en son 
arg u men t an d at the same time 
emphasizin g official facts which 
completely con tradict the state­ 
men ts of a few scien tists here an d 
there who are n ot familiar with 
the official data bu t hav e risen to 
Mr. Stev en son ’s su pport in an at­ 
tempt to con fu se the issu e. 


INDEED, THERE ARE some 
Stev en son sy mpathizers who g re 
say in g there isn ’t really an y dif­ 
feren ce between Mr. Eisen hower’s 
effort to test the sin cerity of the 
Commu n ists at Gen ev a in 1954 an d 
the proposal n ow to test the sin ­ 
cerity of the Commu n ists by halt­ 
in g H-bomb tests a n d waitin g to 
see what happen s. 
The tru e differen ce is that at the 
Gen ev a Con feren ce there was on ly 
a talk, which hu rts n obody . There 
was n o risk taken in which the 
stren g th of the Un ited States in 
n u clear weapon s wou ld be redu ced. 
Mr. Stev en son in April 1956 was 
ready to try a costly g amble with 
American secu rity . 


The Presiden t in his comprehen ­ 
siv e statemen t also disposed of 
man y phon y claims abou t “fall 
ou t.” In ciden tally , he made Mrs. 
Roosev elt’s cu riou s speech of Tu es­ 
day , abou t how “fall ou t” from 
con tin u ed atomic tests can destroy 
the hu man race, look a bit silly . 
He referred poin tedly to the re­ 
port last Ju n e of an in depen den t 
body — the Nation al Academy of 
Scien ces — which, after stu dy by 
150 scien tists of the first ran k, de­ 
clared that the radiation ex posu re 
to date an d from con tin u in g tests 
at the same rate for man y y ears 
in the fu tu re wou ld be “on ly a 
small fraction of the ex posu re that 
in div idu als receiv e from n atu ral 
sou rces an d from medical X-ray s 
du rin g their liv es.” 


BUT MOST SWEEPING of aU 
was the official rev elation by the 
Presiden t that the preparation of 
H-bomb tests sometimes takes a 
y ear or more an d that, if we stop­ 
ped the tests, “We cou ld fin d ou r 
presen t comman din g lead in n u c­ 
lear weapon s erased or ev en re­ 
v ersed.” 
When will those sen sible, fair- 
min ded leaders in the Democratic 
party who may hav e sMn e in flu ­ 
en ce with Mr. Stev en son tell him 
to drop the issu e of H-bomb tests 
an d stop bu ildin g u p the prestig e 
of Bu lg an in an d the Commu n ist 
leaders at a time when the peoples 
of Polan d an d Hu n g ary are striv ­ 
in g to free themselv es from the 
y oke of the Commu n ist dictators? 
If on e issu e abov e all others 
shou ld hav e been left ou t of this 
campaig n , it was the S ov i e t 
scheme to g et America to ban H- 
bomb tests u n con dition ally .

lev el.

The index o f the Labo r Depart­ 
ment’s B u r e a u o f 
Statistics 
reached 117.1 per cent o f the 1947- 
49 base perio d. 
This was abo ut o ne-tenth o f o ne 
per cert abo v e the prio r reco rd 
o f 117 in July , and co mpares with 
116.8 fo r August. 
Prices were higher in September 
fo r all majo r gro ups o f co nsumer 
go o ds and serv ices ex cept fo o d, 
which remained at the A u g u s t 
lev el. 
The bureau said the September 
liv ing co st lev el was nearly 2 per 
cent higher than a y ear ago and 
2.8 per cent higher than in Jan­ 
u ary 1953, at the start o f Presi­ 
dent Eisenho wer’s administratio n. 
The liv ing co st rise means wage 
bo o sts ranging fro m two to fo ur 
cents an ho ur fo r abo ut 300,000 
wo rkers in a v ariety o f industries, 
mainly the electrical manu factu r­ 
ing industry , including General 
Electric Co . plants. Wage rates 
fo r these wo rkers are geared in 
part to changes in the go v ern­ 
ment liv ing co st index . 
New reco rd lev els o f 
wo rker 
earnings also were repo rted. The 
Bureau o f Labo r Statistics s a i d 
take-ho me pay — o r earnings less 
tax deductio ns — reached a new 
peak in September. 
The av erage take-ho me pay o f 
a facto ry wo rker witho ut depend­ 
ents was $66.55 a week, and that 
o f a wo rker with a wife and two 
children was $7 4.04. Each figure 
is abo ut $1.10 higher than the rate 
in August and appro x imately $2.60 
abo v e a y ear ago .

COLUMBUS, Ohio 
— Ohio’s 
high school basketball coaches, at 
their annual meeting here Thurs­ 
day night, voted to continue their h 
fight to get eight class AA and 
eight class A teams into the state 
tournament. 
High school principals, at a sum­ 
mer meeting, voted practically un­ 
animously to continue the current 
tournament set-up of four teams 
from each division. So the coaches 
decided to do an “ educational job” 
on the school heads who have the 
final word in such matters. 
H. W. Emswiler, 
state high 
school athletic commissioner, said 
the state now has 349 class AA 
schools and 696 class A. The des­ 
ignations were changed this y ear, 
moving 
last 
season’s 
class 
B 
squads into class A, and the class 
A clubs into class AA, doing away 
with class B. 
Approx imately 300 of the 1,045 
principals attended the summer 
session, leading the coaches to be­ 
lieve that a referendum of the en­ 
tire group might favor their plan 
to double state tournament repre­ 
sentation. 
In other actions, the coaches, 
here for the annual clinic at Ohio 
State, voted to go against the pop­ 
ular trend by retaining the six - 
foot free-throw lane for the 1956-57 
season instead of the 12-foot lane 
to be used by the colleges and pro­ 
fessionals. 
They also voted to have coaches 
of rival teams ex change ty pewrit­ 
ten lists of squad members and 
numbers, with the starters desig­ 
nated, 10 minutes before game 
time. 
The mentors were to name offi­ 
cers of the state association at to­ 
day ’s session. Rival candidates for 
president, succeeding W ar r e n 
(Porky ) S c h 0 11 e r of Hamilton, 
were Wilbur Burkey of Smithville 
and Max Douglas of Newark. 
V i c e presidential 
candidates 
from the class AA schools were 
George Heller of Portsmouth and 
Frank Shannon of Urbana, and 
from the class A schools the nom 
inees were Bill Arthur of Archbold 
and J . Franklin Miller of Pleas- 
antville. 
Paul Walker of Middletown’s 
state champions was reappointed 
Thursday night as secretary -treas 
urer. Under amendments to the 
constitution, to be voted on at to­ 
day ’s meetings, the new terms of 
officers will be for two y ears each, 
with a class A and class AA repre­ 
sentative alternating as president. 
Emswiler informed the coaches 
that schools not play ing football 
were permitted to start basketball 
practice Oct. 1, but that the foot­ 
ball schools must wait until Nov.

CHICAGO UPi — There was a 
wave of speculation today as to 
Marty Marion’s successor as man­ 
ager of the Chicago White Sox 
but the No. 1 candidate appeared 
to be A1 Lopez. 
Marion resigned Thursday after 
a conference at Comiskey Park 
with Vice President Chuck Com­ 
iskey and other Sox brass. 
“ They were not happy with my 
work,” said Marty , who moved up 
from the Sox coaching ranks to 
replace Paul Richards as Sox skip­ 
per Sept. 14, 1954. 
There was little doubt that the 
39 -y ear-old former St. Louis Car­ 
dinal star shortstop stepped down 
under pressure. 
“ There were some statements 
made during the season by Chuck 
Comiskey that ‘White Sox mater­ 
ial was ex cellent’ and that I was 
doing a ‘creditable job,’ ” said Ma­ 
rion. “ Their remarks alway s were 
just lukewarm. They never gave 
me a s(^d vote of confidence. Ac­ 
tually , I believe I did a good job 
(the Sox finished third both y ears 
under Marion). In fact. I’m proud 
of the job I did.” 
Marion, who was the 13th Sox 
manager since the club last won 
the pennant in 1919, said he had 
no definite plans but wanted to 
remain in baseball. He left Chi­ 
cago immediately for his St. Louis 
home. 
Marion agreed to resign only 
after he was assured he would be 
paid in full for the y ear remaining 
in his contract—paid even if he 
lands another job. 
The Sox also will request that 
all four of Marion’s coaches re­ 
sign—Ray Berres, Don Gutteridge 
Del Wilber and George My att. 
Comiskey said that “ at least six

Howard Py le, who will speak to 
the Upper Ohio Valley Dev elop-j 
ment Cou ncil Nov . 2, had a long| 
career as a newspaper and rad io | 
reporter before he became gov er­ 
nor of Arizofa and stepped u p to 
the post of d epu ty assistant to 
Presid ent Eisenhower. 
His ad d ress will highlight a ban­ 
qu et at 6 :3 0 at the Weirton Com­ 
mu nity Center, marking the end 
of the first y ear of the UOVDC’s 
formal program. It will be preced ­ 
ed by a reception from 3 to 5:3 0 in 
the Ft. Steu ben Hotel at Steu ben­ 
v ille. 
Du ring his time in rad io, Py le 
personally cov ered the 1945 World 
Secu rity Conference in San Fran­ 
cisco and d id a tou r of d u ty as a 
war correspond ent in the Pacific. 
In the final d ay s of the war, he 
broad cast for all fou r major U. S. 
networks the le Shima arriv al of 
the Japanese su rrend er party . 
‘He was the first rad io correspon­ 
d ent to land in Japan with U. S. 
grou nd forces, going in with the 
11th Airborne Div ision when the in­ 
itial occu pation was mad e at At- 
su gi. He cov ered the su rrend er cer­ 
emonies on the battleship Missou ri 
and was inv ited by Gen. Jona­ 
than Wainwright, the hero of Ba­ 
taan, to cov er his triu mphant re­ 
tu rn to the States. 
Py le retu rned to the U. S. in 
September 1945. Fiv e y ears later, 
he was inau gu rated as the third 
Repu blican gov ernor in Arizona 
history and the first in more than 
20 y ears. He was appointed ad ­ 
ministrativ e assistant to the presi­ 
d ent Feb. 1, 1955. In Ju ne 1955, he 
was mad e d epu ty assistant to the 
presid ent. 
Py le was born in 1906 in Sheri­ 
d an, Wy o., son of a minister whose 
su ccessiv e assignments took the 
family to Tex as, Oklahoma and 
Nebraska before it settled in Ari­ 
zona in 1925. His parents are the 
Rev . and Mrs. T. M. Py le of Bu ck­ 
ey e, Ariz., where the father is pas­ 
tor of the Cwnmu nity Chu rch.
